Deadwood In Ashes.

A FEARPULLY DESTRUCTIVE FIRE,
THE ESTIRE BUSINESS PORTION OF THE CITY
DESTRUYED.

At 2 o'clock a fire broke out on the morn-
ing of the 20th ult, at Deadwood in the
bakery on Sherman street, and the flames
spreading rapidly nlmost the entire business
portion of the city was consumed. Thou-
sands of people have been made homeless
and left ip a destitute conaition, The loss
Is roughly eatimated at from $1,600,000 to
§2,000,000, on which there is little or no io-
Nurance.

The fire was fanned by a light breeze with
nothing to combat it but & small and ineffi-
cient fire department, The fire spread with
such wonderful rapidity that any attempt at
savipg anything would have been useles,
All wlong i conme terrific explosions of
gunpowder, petroleum, liquor, &ec., were of
frequent oceurrence. Many buildings were
blown into atoms, The hook and lsdder
und hose carrisges were the first thing lo
burn, leaviog nothing but a few feet of
worthless hose with which to battle sgainst
the devourivg elements, The new water
works were tried for the first time the day
betore and they were put to their full ca-
pacity with little success in subduing the
flames, on sccount of the scarcity of water.
The hillsides were almost & solid sheet of
flume. Hundreds of people escaped with
only their night clothes, Every ieam wita-
in miles of the city wascalled into service to
belp save what could be got out. There are
probably sbout two thousand people
who are homeless, and wany destitute,
About 125 bulldings, besides fifty orsixty
dwellings were destroyed. While it is utter-
